Nov. 28.— Reuben Field, whose phenome­ 
nal powers as a rapid calculator have puzzled expert mathemati­ 
cians from all parts of thecountiy. died on Thursday of apoplexy at 
the Jackson county farm, where he had been cared for since 1907. 
He was 70 years old. 
Apparently without ambition and always dependent on others, he 
regarded arithmetic powers as a gift of God tha* would be taken 
from him if he turned them to worldly gain. 
He was unable to read 
or write.

N the numerous letters that I re­ 
ceive daily there are two questions 
that are asked me more often than 
others. 
They are these; 
“Is it hard 
to make a draped skirt ?” and “Does a 
draped skirt hang well?” So to those 
of you who have written me thus and 
to those of you who in fear and tremb­ 
ling attempt the making of a draped 
skirt I am going to explain how to 
make one in this lesson. 
I’ll allay 
your fears at the beginning. A draped 
skirt is easy to make and hangs per­ 
fectly when you have a good pattern, 
follow the directions closely and do 
your work well. 


Now w ell make one. 
Although skirts are sold by w'aist 
measurements, 
when 
ordering 
or 
buying a pattern it is best to give 
the hip measurement also. 
Should 
your hips be a little out of proportion 
in accurate measurment to your waist 
size— say they are a trifle large— it is 
best to get a pattern that fits your 
hips perfectly, for it is a simple m atter 
to take in the pattern to your u’aist 
size. 
W hereas if you should just give 
your waist measurement and your 
hips are large in proportion, of course 
you would have to alter the pattern 
over the hips, to the lower edge of the 
skirt—a much more difficult task. So 
don’t forget to give both the waist 
and the hip measurements for all skirt 
patterns. 


This skirt in medium size requires 
four and one-half yards of twenty- 
seven or thirty-six inch width material 
or two and three-fourths yards, forty- 
four inches wide, 
The skirt measures 
cne yard and fourteen inches at the 
low'er edge. 
There is just one piece in this s k ir t- 
half the skirt, you know. 
To prepare the material for cutting 
the skirt, fold it lengthwise. Lay the 
pattern on the material with the edge 
marked by 
triple 
crosses 
(u’hich 
is 
the 
center of the back) on 
the fold. 
Forty-four inch material 
has been used in illustrating the skirt 
here. 
Diagram No. I shows how the 
pattern is laid on the material. 
The 
straight line extending from the top 
of the skirt to the lower edge indicates 
where the seam occurs in sewing the 
widths together. 
Cut the material 
straight across the top of the pattern. 
Then cut the lower edge, allowing 
three-eighths of an inch for a facing 
seam. 
Turn back the pattern, lay 
the lengthwise fold of the remaining 
m aterial on the selvage edge of the first
